GOD’S DECLARATION 


“And the Lord God took the man, 
and put him into the garden of Eden 
to dress it and to keep it,’ Gen. 2:15. 


These solemn, stern, and sanguine 
words constitute the first declaration 
of war ever phrased. Not only was this 
the first declaration of war, but it 
was the beginning of a time-long war. 
Thousands of wars have been fought 
of varying natures between peoples of 
every nationality at inestimable cost 
in human lives, property, and money. 
Some wars have been fought to the 
end. Others have ceased for a few 
years to be revived again. This war be- 
tween God and the devil over man has 
been a terrific, devastating, tragic, 
brutal and unceasing, unrelenting, un- 
yielding struggle. 


You will notice that God let the 
devil know that man—the very being 
that he had demoralized—would be 
commissioned to bring all the power 
of His divinely anointed foot down up- 
on his head with ultimate success and 
destruction. Here we have the first 
prediction of Jesus who was to be 
“mediator between men and God” — 
through His shed blood. This He could 
only accomplish in the flesh as verily 
God and verily man. Therefore, the 
scripture says, “For ye know how that 
afterward, when he would have in- 
herited the blessing, he was rejected: 
for he found no place of repentance, 
though he sought it carefully with 
tears,” Heb. 12:17; “And the Word was 
made flesh, and dwelt among us, (and 
we beheld his glory, the glory as of 
the only begotten of the Father,) full 
of grace and truth,” John 1:14. Jesus 
left the struggle to us but not without 
special help. On the day of Pentecost, 
He sent the Holy Ghost to endue the 
Church of God with power for this 
struggle against the devil which we 
must keep until the following glorious 
prediction shall be fulfilled. “And the 
devil that deceived them was cast into 
the lake of fire and brimstone, where 
the beast and the false prophet are, 
and shall be tormented day and night 
for ever and ever,” Rev. 20:10. 
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MOSES’ DECLARATION OF 
INDEPENDENCE 


When the refugee Moses returned to 
Egypt with his divine commission to 
deliver Israel from bondage, he found 
Pharaoh first arrogantly inquisitive as 
to “who is the Lord that I should obey 
his voice to let Israel go? I know not 
the Lord neither will I let Israel go.” 
But he soon learned that Moses’ God 
was different to the golden calf, the 
Nile or Zoroaster, for when the waters 
were turned to blood, the land covered 
with hideous toad frogs, cattle and 
men covered with tantalizing lice, and 
the very atmosphere filled with flies 
until they were almost daresome to 
open their mouths, Pharaoh was ready 
to offer terms. Here is his compromise 
proposition number one: “Go ye, sac- 
rifice to your God in the land”; to 
which Moses makes the first of his 
dramatic declarations: “And Moses 
said, It is not meet so to do; for we 
shall sacrifice the abomination of the 
Egyptians to the Lord our God: lo, 
shall we sacrifice the abomination of 
the Egyptians before their eyes, and 
will they not stone us? We will go three 
days’ journey into the wilderness, and 
sacrifice to the Lord our God, as he 
shall command us,” Exod. 8:26, 27. 

Certainly I am not an isolationist; 
yet I do know that there can be but 
little satisfaction or success realized 
from cohabitation and affiliation with 
unbelievers so far as the individual 
Christian or the Church of God is con- 
cerned. 

Our pioneer preachers realized their 
inability to preach and worship God 
as saved, sanctified, baptized with the 
Holy Ghost, divinely healed members 
of certain churches. Therefore, about 
forty years ago they seated up groves, 
built brush arbors, spread tents, se- 
cured school buildings, rented store 
buildings, and, bidding farewell to un- 
believing, holiness-fighting, Holy- 
Ghost-despising ministers and mem- 
bers of their home churches, they be- 
gan to preach the blessed doctrines 
and tenets that form the constitution 
of the Church of God. There is no 
need of our trying to hoodwink our- 
selves into believing that those de- 
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nominations from which many of our 
charter members and ministers came, 
are any more in sympathy at this time 
than they were then, with sanctifica- 
tion as a second definite work of 
grace or the baptism of the Holy 
Ghost with the speaking in other 
tongues as the only initial evidence, 
divine healing, the triune Godhead 
and the pre-millennial second coming 
of Jesus. These churches are a little 
more tolerant toward us, it is true; 
but I do not feel there can be true fel- 
lowship where there is disagreement 
on vital, essential, and indispensable 
experiences such as we have, which 
are indisputably set forth in the Bi- 
ble. Moses was wise enough to know 
that their form of worship would be 
despised by the Egyptians and that 
the Israelites would also feel cramped 
and intimidated in their efforts at 
worship. Therefore, to keep from im- 
posing on the Egyptians and at the 
same time evade imposition from 
them, Moses refused to worship in 
Egypt—on the devil’s territory. This 
great declaration sets forth the 
danger of not worshiping God right or 
with the wrong people in the wrong 
place.

George Washington’s Vision and 
Prophecy 

The following visions are reported 
to have been published in the Nation- 
al Tribune, Vol. 4, No. 12, December, 
1880. I have read other such visions in 
other Protestant writings. Take it for 
what it is worth. 


“I do not know whether it is owing 
to the anxiety of mind, or what, but 
this afternoon, as I was sitting at this 
table engaged in preparing a dispatch, 
something seemed to disturb me. 
Locking up, I beheld standing op- 
posite me a singularly beautiful fe- 
male. So astonished was I, for I had 
given strict orders not to be disturbed, 
that it was some moments before I 
found language to inquire the cause 
of her presence. A second, a third, and 
even a fourth time I did repeat my 
cuestion, but received no answer from 
my mysterious visitor except a slight 
rising of her eyes. 


“Presently I heard a voice say:ng, 
‘Son of the Republic, look and learn,’ 
while at the same time my visitor ex- 
tended her arm eastwardly. I now be- 
held a heavy white vapor at some dis- 
tance rising fold upon fold. This 
gradually dissipated, and I looked 
upon a strange scene. Before me lay 
spread out in one vast plain all the 
countries of the world—Europe, Asia, 
Africa and America. I saw rolling and 
tossing between Europe and America 
the billows of the Atlantic, and be- 
tween Asia and America lay the Pa- 
cific. 

(WAR OF 1812) 

“‘Son of the Republic,’ said the 
same mysterious voice as before, ‘look 
and learn.’ At that moment I beheld a 
dark, shadowy being, like an angel, 
standing, or rather floating in mid- 
air, between Europe and America. 
Dipping water out of the ocean in the 
hollow of each hand, he sprinkled 
some upon America with his right 
hand, while with his left hand he cast 
some on Europe. Immediately a cloud 
raised from these countries, and 
joined in mid-ocean. For a while it 
remained stationary, and then moved 
slowly westward, until it enveloped 
America in its murky folds. Sharp 
flashes of lightning gleamed through 
it at intervals, and I heard the smoth- 
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ered groans and cries of the American 
people. A second time the angel 
dipped water from the ocean, and 
sprinkled it out as before. The dark 
cloud was then drawn back to the 
ocean, in whose heaving billows it 
senk from view. 
(THE CIVIL WAR) 

“A third time I heard the mysteri- 
ous voice saying, ‘Son of the Republic, 
the end of the century cometh, look 
and learn.’ At this the dark, shadowy 
angel turned his face southward, and 
from Africa I saw an ill-omened spec- 
tre approach our land. It flitted slow- 
ly over every town and city of the lat- 
ter. The inhabitants presently set 
themselves in battle array against 
each other. As I continued looking I 
saw a bright angel, on whose brow 
rested a crown of light, on which was 
traced the word UNION, bearing the 
American flag which he placed be- 
tween the divided nation, and said, 
‘Remember ye are brethren.’ Instant- 
ly, the inhabitants, casting from them 
their weapons, became friends once 
more, and united around the National 
Standard. 

(INVASION OF THE UNITED 
STATES) 

“And again I heard the mysterious 
voice saying, ‘Son of the Republic, 
look and learn.’ At this the dark, 
shadowy angel placed a trumpet to 
his mouth, and blew three distinct 
blasts; and taking water from the 
ocean, he sprinkled it upon Europe, 
Asia, and Africa. Then my eyes beheld 
a fearful scene: from each of these 
countries arose thick, black clouds 
that were soon joined into one. And 
throughout this mass there gleamed 
a dark RED light by which I saw 
hordes of armed men, who, moving 
with the cloud, marched by land and 
sailed by sea to America, which coun- 
try was enveloped in the volume of 
cloud. And I dimly saw these vast 
armies devastate the whole country 
and burn the villages, towns and cities 
that I beheld springing up. As my 
ears listened to the thundering of the 
cannon, clashing of swords, and the 
shouts and cries of millions in mortal 
combat, I again heard the mysterious 
voice saying, ‘Son of the Republic, 
look and learn.’ 

“When the voice had ceased, the 


dark, shadowy angel placed his trump- 
et once more to his mouth, and blew 
2. long, fearful blast. Instantly a light 
as of a thousand suns shone down 


from above me, and pierced and mag t 


into fragments the dark clouds whic 
enveloped America. At the same mo- 
ment the angel upon whose head still 
shone the word UNION, and who bore 
our national flag in one hand and a 
sword in the other, descended from 
the heavens attended by legions of 
white spirits. These immediately 
joined the inhabitants of America, 
who I perceived were well-nigh over- 
come, but who immediately taking 
courage again, closed up their ae 
ranks and renewed the battle. Again, 
amid the fearful noise of the conflict, 
I heard the mysterious voice saying, 
‘Son of the Republic, look and learn.’ 

“As the voice ceased the shadowy 
angel for the last time dipped water 
from the ocean and sprinkled it upon 
America. Instantly the dark cloud 
rolled back, together with the armies 
it had brought, leaving the inhabi- 
tants of the land victorious. Then once 
more I beheld the villages, towns and 
cities springing up where I had seen 
them before, while the bright angel, 
planting the azure standard he had 
brought in the midst of them, cried 
with a loud voice: ‘While the stars re- 
main, and the heavens send down dew 
upon the earth, so long shall the 
Union last.’ And taking from his brow 
the crown on which blazoned the word 
UNION, he placed it upon the Stand- 
ard while the people, kneeling down, 
said, ‘Amen.’ 

“The scene instantly began to fade

from foreign entanglements so far as 
religious liberty is concerned. 

Text, “Be strong and of good cour- 
age: for unto this people shalt thou di- 
vide for an inheritance the land, which 
I sware unto their 
fathers to give 
them.” Josh. 1:6. 

We have talked 
about our inde- 
pendence; we have 
sung about it; we 
have fought for it, 
and even now our 
armies are en- 
camped around the 
world in an en- 
deavor to maintain 
independence, lib- 
erty, justice, and 
the right to free- 
dom of conscience and worship. The 
vision of independence has been well 
displayed by every American and by 
many aliens. But what of it? what 
does it mean? and what if we should 
lose it? Simply this, there is no inde- 
pendence that is worth anything un- 
less there is something else to depend 
on; in fact, there is no such thing as 
independence except in a limited 
sense. When we gained our independ- 
ence from Great Britain, we fought 
for it, we prayed for it, and trusted 
God to bring it about. We depend to- 
day on our Army and our Navy and 
Air Force, so far as these things can 
be depended on; but there is a limita- 
tion to the extent of their defense. 
Every American knows that this na- 
tion was cradled in prayer and reared 
under the hand of God. That being 
true, the natural instinct of all Amer- 
icans is to call upon God for help 
when faced with great danger. It is 
this reality and feeling of instinct that 
gives the feeling of security we have. 
We are, therefore, not actually inde- 
pendent; we are ever trusting God to 
protect us and soliciting His guidance, 
and we ever lean upon Him. 


BE STRONG 


When God set Israel up as a nation, 
He told their leader, Joshua, to “be 
strong,” and He willed that every 
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Israelite might also share that same 
confidence and strength. Today God 
no less says to our leaders, whether of 
state or church, “Be strong” and of 
good courage. He wills to be with men 
so long as they will honor, trust, and 
live for Him. Our security so far has 
for the most part been that we have 
this great Rock to stand upon. It was 
from God as a source of light and love 
that America was made strong and 
became a country of liberty and free- 
dom. There can be no real confidence 
unless you can trust men, and unless 
you know they are dependable. We 
have had this confidence and knowl- 
edge at heart, and because of this we 
have trusted men and have given 
them the freedom which has been 
Shared with all who came to our 
shores. Back of all this was the God 
of our salvation, in whom we trusted 
and from whom we had received love 
for our fellow beings. It was this great 
spirit of love, and that alone, which 
made America a great place to live; 
where they sing the “home of the 
brave and the land of the free.” 

It was this freedom, born out of 
Christian and out of filial love, that 
made men free; and realizing this pos- 
session and blessed inheritance, men 
became “brave”; they would dare to 
die for their country and what it 
stood for. 

OUR INHERITANCE 


Where God is recognized there is al- 
ways something to inherit. He gave 
the Israelites land; He also gave them 
joy of heart and purity of soul when 
they adhered to His Word. He gave to 
every man who came to our American 
shores the chance of his life. He want- 
ed all men to be free from sin, from 
fear, and to love each other. The kind- 
ness, the liberty, and freedom shared 
in America has made our nation a de- 
sirable place to live; it is, therefore, a 
good inheritance, and a land which 
has truly flowed with “milk and 
honey.” God ever stands as a refuge 
for men who will live for and serve 
Him. God is our refuge, a very present 
help in time of trouble, Psa. 46:1; not 
only a refuge “but a present help.” It 
was for the privileges of worshiping 


God without hin- 
drance that our 
forefathers came to 
America; it was for 
this they fought 
and built up this 
great common- 
wealth. Without 
tais privilege this 
whole world becomes a prison in 
which men are lost from God and 
without merciful compassion from 
men. 
DANGER 

Is there danger of losing this inde- 
pendence and freedom? I answer, Yes; 
there is a very great danger of losing 
them. If these pr:vileges and virtues 
came to us from God through our 
forefathers, then, if a generation 
arises that refuses to recognize and to 
seek after the blessings and guidance 
of God, there is not only the danger 
of losing cur inheritance, we will have, 
in fact, lost it. Where men reign who 
cao not recognize God there is arro- 
gance, pride, and a demand for ex- 
altation of rulers. When rulers exalt 
themselves, they always abase their 
kingdom subjects. I say again there 
is a very grave danger of losing both 
our religious freedom and our free- 
dom of citizenship. 

THE CAUSE OF DANGER 

This is a day of unbelief, it is a day 
when the deity of Jesus Christ is 
questioned even from the pulpits; con- 
sequently, we are rearing right here 
in America a group of infidels. This 
is why we have “parental delinquency” 
from which has come this terrible 
deluge of “delinquent youth” which 
has spread itself abroad over our 
country. It is charged by those who 
make up our statistics that there are 
now over 17,000,000 children who are 
not in church or Sunday School. The 
growth of an unbelieving population 
will soon ringfence God out of His own 
creation. Unless the ministers of all 
denominations call upon God and re- 
turn to the power of the old-time gos- 
pel, through which the human heart 
can be renewed and regenerated and 
from which a new creation can be 
born for Christ, our dangers are very 
real and equally grave. It is quite pos- 
sible to lose the war behind the lines 
even though we win it militarily. We 
need a revival of Christ in the church 
and the American home.

God alone knows the sum total of 
horror and grief already felt and vet 
to be felt by the parents of those who 
are missing. God alone will know of 
the groans and shrieks. as well as the 
prayers of those numbered amonze the 
dead. 

Never since the dawn of time has 
man drunk as deev of the cun of 
sorrow as he is drinking today. Think 
of the veaceful isles and atolls of the 
blue Pacific that have had their 
verdure transformed into a _ echastly 
forest by the missiles and explosives 
of enlightened civilization. Think, 
too, of the trackless African veldt that 
now runs with feverish activity as our 
erim war birds alight and then roar 
away to the din of battle. 


Yes, the whole of creation groaneth 
and travaileth as never before. 
“Whv?” you ask. Time and_ space 
would fail us if we were to try to 
answer that question now—for it 
seems that all of the festering wounds 
and sores of generations past have 
now burst and bathed the world with 
their putrescence. Our purpose at 
present is to state the reasons for our 
being -in the conflict and to find out 
what we are really fighting for. 

It took something more than states- 
manship and diplomacy to draw our 
great nation into this war. Our people, 
for the most part, had left embattled 
Europe for the peace and safety of the 
new world, and were not anxious to 
partake of her present woes. Then, 
too, hadn’t we fought a war less than 
a generation ago that was to put an 
end to all wars? No, we were not go- 
ine to have another bloodletting just 
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to appease Europe’s war lords. Yes, 
we espoused the cause of England and 
France. Surely, we would lend them 
money and materials to presecute the 
war. Certainly, we would pour millions 
into the coffers of the Red Cross to 
aid the impoverished of Hitler’s con- 
quered domains. But we would not 
fight as a nation until we felt that 
something had happened to us worthy 
of total war. 


All of us know the course of events 
which drew us into this embroilment. 
Was it not because of a dastardly and 
cowardly attack 6n our shores while 
we were at the moment striving to 
maintain peace with those who per- 
petrated it? Surely no nation was 
ever more aroused than were we. The 
things that we love best had been 
jeopardized and we were ready to 





leap into the fray. 

Freedom of religion, a thing that 
so many of us fail to appreciate, is 
one of the things that we are fighting 
for. Did you ever stop to think how i 
would be to live in a country where 
there was a state religion and you had 
to become an adherent to it, even 
though you knew it to be a_ corrupt 
and meaningless affair? ’Tis true 
folks over here may laugh at our 
mode of worship, but we are protected 
by the laws of the land and can wor- 
ship the Lord as we please so long as 
we do not infringe on the rights of 
others. 

Although we are engaged in war, 
any little insignificant politician that 
cares to is allowed to condemn the 
policies of those in power. Just try a 
thing like that in some nations. Thank 
God for freedom of speech! Our na- 
tion has only recently seen exhibited 
in our courts the fact that this free- 
dom still exists in spite of extraordi- 
nary times. Suppose for a moment 
that you couldn’t even intimate what 
you thought lest some eavesdropper 
should overhear and point you out as 
a criminal guilty of death. Think of 
this and surely you’ll say this is worth 
fighting for. 

Ours is potentially the greatest na- 
tion in the world. Our poor fare bet- 
ter than the wealthy of some lands. 
God has blessed us with a temperate 
climate, fertile fields, vast mineral de- 
posits, and teeming streams. The 
comforts of modern life have been put 
in the reach of every normal person. 
No fear have we of want. Even in the 
great depressions there was food for 
those who had no money. We have not 
had our land ravaged by modern im- 
plements of war, and today enjoy 
freedom from want. 

Freedom from fear is a God-given 
heritage. We can sleep at night in 
peace, not fearing some prowling beast, 
not awaiting the scream of a descend- 
ing bomb. No, God has blessed us and 
given us a certain grand freedom from 
fear. Look at the faces of the refugees 
who have spent months in continual 
fear. See the haunting, fearful ex- 
pression on their faces, and thank God 
that you were born an American. 


Surely God has blessed our nation 
as He seldom blesses another. He 
hasn’t forgotten the prayers of those 
who landed at Plymouth Rock and 
thanked Him for this haven of rest 
for the oppressed of all races. Neither 
has He forgotten the prayers of those 
godly statesmen who knelt in rever-

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On the rim of the Liberty Bell in 
the Independence Hall in Philadelphia 
is this text of scripture: “Proclaim 
liberty throughout all the land unto 

ll the inhabitants thereof.” This 
scripture quotation is taken from 
Leviticus 25:10. 


It’s a wonderful thing for a nation 
to have liberty and to be lovers of 
liberty, as the American people are, 
and as we pause on this Fourth of 
July we thank God for that wonderful 
declaration that was made by faithful 
men who hazarded their lives to give 
us this liberty and to present to us 
a document that was said by Glad- 
stone to be one of the greatest docu- 
ments ever signed in the world. 

Let us go back over a period of years 
and think just why we have what is 
known to us as the “Declaration of 
Independence.” This came about be- 
cause true Christians were deprived 
of the liberty of worshipping God ac- 
cording to the dictates of their con- 
science for numbers of years. At last a 
group of God-fearing men and women 
set forth from England’s shores seek- 
ing this fair land of ours where they 
could worship God as they thought 
God would have them worship Him. 

Finally, this faithful band of Pil- 
grim Fathers arrived. Many of them 
were sick on deck of the little ship. 
It was winter—they must build houses 
for their wives and children. They 
slid down the icy sides of the May- 
flower into a rowboat and struck for 
shore. The boat was overturned and 
they waded through ice and water up 
to their waists and landed on the 
most sacred institution known as Ply- 
mouth Rock. It was Saturday night 
and the sun was down. According to 
their belief, they could not build a 
fire until sundown Sunday. They 
walked through the night and prayed 
until the morning came. They were 
starved and freezing but they would 
not violate what they believed to be 
the law of God. 

Colonies were organized by men of 
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adopted for the government of a com- 
munity on American soil was the his- 
torical Mayflower Compact, signed in 
the cabin of the little vessel which 
brought these Pilgrim Fathers to 
America, and begins: “In the name 
of God, Amen. And having under- 
taken for the glory of God, and the 
advancement of the Christian faith 
...” These are the opening words of 
the first state paper. 


While the Colonies were first ruled 
by men of prayer, and at this time it 
looked as though the divine rights of 
kings would rule forever, England was 
considered the most powerful nation 
on land and sea and held the world 
under her mighty thumb. She con- 
tinued to send her favorite sons to 
rule the Colonies until at last men de- 
cided they could carry the yoke no 
longer, and rebellion followed. 


At this time George Washington 
was of middle age. Thomas Jefferson 
was eleven years his junior, and Ben- 
jamin Franklin had just extracted 
lightning out of the 
skies. Alexander 
Hamilton was still 
just a lad. Paul 
Revere sat on his 
horse, watching for 
the signal from the 
old North Church. 
You hear the clatter 
of hoofs, and see the 
fire leap from the 
rocks as he made 
his memorable mid- 
night ride to Lex- 
ington to warn 
Hancock and Sam- 
uel Adams of the 
approach of the 
English troops. From 
behind stone fences 
guns roared, and 
the roar was heard 
around the _ world. 
Cornwallis gave 
Washington his 
sword at Yorktown, 
and ten thousand 





Redcoats laid down their arms. The 
British flag fell and up went the 
“Stars and Stripes,” and that is the 
reason we know this country as the 
land of the free and a land of liberty. 

It has been truly said that the Bi- 
ble is the basis of our constitution; 
the Bible is the foundation of our 
government; the Bible is the source 
of our laws; the Bible is the anchor 
of our liberty. In the Declaration of 
Independence we find such sentences 
as: “Appealing to the Supreme Judge 
of the world for the rectitude of our 
intentions and for support of this 
Declaration, with a firm reliance upon 
Divine Providence.” 

The proudest heritage of this coun- 
try is that all through its history 
there has run like a golden thread a 
deeply religious strain, and you will 
find that the splendid people of those 
early days, with their religious fervor, 
their marked intelligence, and noble 
aspirations, produced Americans like 
George Washington, who with his lit- 
tle army, was almost starving and 
freezing to death; everything that 
they held dear was at stake; they were 
fighting against seemingly insur- 
mountable odds, but out in the snow 
George Washington went down upon 
his knees in prayer. 

It produced Americans like Patrick 
Henry, who amidst hisses and jeers, 
said: “Caesar had his Brutus, Charles 
his Cromwell, and George the Third 
may profit by their example. I know 
not what others may do, but as for 
me, give ‘me liberty or give me death.” 

Like Admiral Decatur, who said: 
“My country! May she always be 
right, but right or wrong, my coun- 
try!” 

Like Perry, who said: “We have met 
the enemy and they are ours.” 

Like Nathan Hale, who said: “I re- 
gret that I have but one life to give 
for my country.” 

Like Colonel Stark, of the battle of 
Bennington: “Here’s where we lick 
them or Molly Stark is a widow when 
the sun goes down.” 

Like Robert E. Lee, who said: “Let 
us love our enemies.” 

Like Garfield, who said: “God reigns 
and the government at Washington 
still lives.” 

Like Theodore Roosevelt, who said: 
“This country is large enough for one 
flag, and that is the American flag.” 

Like General Pershing, who said: 
“Lafayette, we are here.”

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ANNUAL CONVENTION 
Kumbanadu, South India 


Another annual convention has 
come and gone—busy days for us all, 
but the Lord gave us strength for the 
added duties. Our state campground, 
where we hold these conventions, is 
at Kumbanadu, about ten miles from 
headquarters. First, George had to go 
to see about putting up the pandal 
(brush arbor). Numbers of our work- 
ers gather to put it up. The poles and 
rafters are kept for it from year to 
year, but we have to buy or rent reeds 
and cocoanut-plaited leaves each year. 
The kerosene gas lamps have to be 
put in order, and firewood prepared 
to give out to the campers, etc. 

Because of difficulties about food, 
etc., we shortened the days this time, 
holding the meetings from Tuesday, 
February 8, to Sunday, the 13th, only. 
We had no European missionaries as 
speakers, but we had to pack up 
things to stay near the grounds in an 
unfurnished house. Brother Cook and 
George went Tuesday night to open 
the convention; Wednesday much of 
the heavy luggage was sent by cart, 
and.we followed, arriving about dark 
that day. 

We had invited a number of our 
native brethren from the Tamil field 
so there were enough speakers. In the 
morning, tarrying meetings were held 
under the pandal, where a spirit of 
prayer was manifest and the saints 


' refreshed. At one side of the pandal a 


small shed had been erected where 
those desirous for more prayer could 
wait before the Lord. 

After the tarrying meeting, a gen- 
eral meeting was held when the Word 
was given out. The Lord blessed in 
our women’s meetings held on two 
afternoons. At night there were gen- 
eral meetings when good crowds 
gathered. On Thursday night, just as 
the meeting was getting started, a 
storm came up so they had to go into 
the chapel, which, of course, was too 
small, but they had a blessed time, 
mostly our believers being in attend- 
ance. How much we need a large 
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church building at this place, one 
which can be used in such emergen- 
cies, and also for special district meet- 
ings. We hope by another year to have 
one, if the Lord tarries. 

On Saturday morning, while the 
tarrying meeting was going on under 
the pandal, we had a meeting for 
children and Sunday School teachers. 
After the meeting with the children, 
they were dismissed and talks were 
given to the teachers. 

We had promised the children in 
our orphanage that they could go for 
this children’s meeting, but later, as 
we thought of the difficulties and ex- 
pense, we decided that they had bet- 
ter not come, except the older ones 
who could walk, so we sent back word 
to that effect. However, seeing how 
very disappointed they were, the 
matron could do nothing but send 
hem all walking. It is only about five 
miles, short cut, but they have to 
cross a wide river too. 

Very early Saturday morning we 
were surprised to see them all turn 
up; though they were very tired, yet 
most of them were none the worse 
from the trip. Two of our women were 
with them, and one of our brethren 
accompanied them as far as the river, 
helping them across. After giving 
them some light refreshments, I took 
them to the meeting. They remained 
with us till early Sunday morning, 
when they were sent back hy ox cart. 


THE MISSIONARY MEETING 

Saturday afternoon we held our 
missionary meeting, when reports 
were given from the different fields of 
labor. Brother Devanesan, who came 
from Trichinopoly, had an especially 
good report. He told us that when he 
and his wife went to Trichinopoly two 
years ago, there were only seven mem- 
bers of the Church there, but now, 
through prayer and effort, there are 
over thirty members. 

Saturday night George spoke from 
Acts 26:19, “I was not disobedient un- 
to the heavenly vision.” For months 
he has been much tested with a dis- 
eased foot, and he cannot yet wear 





his shoes; so he spoke from the full 
heart of one going through a hard 
test, and as he was speaking, the pow- 
er of God .fell. God manifested His 
presence amongst us as messages 
came forth under the anointing of 
the Spirit.

So it seems to me that our 
greatest delight as individuals and as 
a denomination should be to stay im- 
bedded in our Pentecostal bracket and 
invite those of similar faith and posi- 
tion to a coalition with us in defend- 
ing, maintaining, propagating, and 
promoting the fundamental and in- 
dispensable doctrines and teachings 
of the Bible. 

Moses makes his second declaration 
with as much fearlessness as the 
first. He knew that God was with him. 
Therefore, why should he listen to 
Pharaoh’s proposition that he and 
Aaron lead all the men out into the 
wilderness to worship God? Why, who 
ever heard of a group of men having a 
camp meeting without women and 
children? So he quickly declares in no 
uncertain tones. “And Moses said, We 
will go with our young and with our 
old, with our sons and with our 
daughters, with our flocks and with 
our herds will we go; for we must 
hold a feast unto the Lord,” Exod. 
10:9. It is an absolute fact that 
there are members and ministers of 
modern and non-Pentecostal faiths 
who sympathize with our wives and 
children for being governed by (they 
say) the strict rules of the Church of 
God, as well as having to subscribe to 
outmoded, old-fashioned, fanatical 
doctrines and teachings. All of these 
things, they say, are unconventional. 
And, believe it or not, but mark my 
word, there are influences urider the 
guise of sound religion that are work- 
ing to deprive us eventually of the ben- 
efit of our sons and daughters as 
church members. It may not be so gen- 
eral but I do know that the devil is 
tempting. the children and wives of 
ministers and members who have got- 
ten their eyes on other. women and 
children who profess to be Christians, 
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yet are filled with pride and are ut- 
terly indifferent to a consecrated life 
and, therefore, their relation with God 
and the Church is not very helpful. 
Also, there are many people who 
years ago were real loyal members of 
the Church of God, but now they are 
backsliders. Some have united with 
other churches, yet say they were 
happier while in the Church of God. 
They know they are not living their 
privileges in the Lord Jesus. May the 
Lord help us fathers and mothers, es- 
pecially those of us who are ministers 
and have to stay away from our chil- 
dren so much, to determine with all of 
our hearts to take our children along 
with us in full fellowship with the 
Church of God. Pharaoh was con- 
vinced that he must let the children of 
Israel go collectively, but he planned 
to have them return right away, as is 
obviously set forth in these words: 
“And Pharaoh called unto Moses, and 
said, Go ye, serve the Lord; only let 
your flocks and your herds be stayed: 
let your little ones also go with you,” 
Exod. 10:24. Moses knew that this 
meant they would have nothing to 
live on or to sacrifice to God, and his 
indignation was kindled and he made 
his last declaration to one of the most 
fitting types of Satan and the spirit 
of modern religion to be found in Holy 
Writ. Listen to this declaration: “And 
Moses said, Thou must give us also 
sacrifices and burnt offerings, that we 
may sacrifice unto the Lord our God. 
Our cattle also shall go with us; there 
shall not an hoof be left behind; for 
thereof must we take to serve the Lord 
our God, and.we know not with what 
we must serve the Lord, until we come 
thither,” Exod. 10:25, 26. 


Did you know that the devil would 
like to rob the Church of God of what 
it has now in property and money and 
especially would he delight in curbing, 
restricting, limiting, and, well, stop- 
ping its financial income?

the last war, “Americans never re- 


treat.” 

Like Benjamin Franklin, who had 
as his motto, “United we stand, divid- 
ed we fall.” Near the end of his life, 
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he arose in Congress, or the Conti- 
nental Convention, and said: “I am 
an old man, four score years, with my 
head ripening for the cemetery: I be- 
lieve that Providence guides the af- 
fairs of men and never a sparrow 
falls to the ground that God does not 
attend its funeral, and that all the 
hairs of our head are numbered, and 
I don’t believe that an empire or re- 
public can be built without His help, 
and I move you, Mr. President, that 
this convention be opened with prayer, 
and that we petition Divine Guidance 
and help in the steps we are about to 
take.” 

While millions of our boys are fight- 
ing today to preserve this liberty that 
we have enjoyed over these many 
years, there is a fear in the hearts of 
many that this liberty may te lost. 
History tells us that this fear was in 
the hearts of those who helped to es- 
tablish this great nation. As early as 
1794 Patrick Henry, James Madison, 
James Monroe, and other notable 
leaders of their day formed a Virginia 
society known as “A Society for the 
Preservation of Liberty.” The incor- 
porating document of the society is 
now in the possession of the Univer- 
sity of North Carolina. 

Every loyal American and every 
loyal Christian should meditate on 
the words of the Hon. Paul W. Shafer, 
member of Congress, which words will 
be found upon the Congressional Rec- 
ord, May 9, 1944-A2424. 

All over the world forces are loose 
which seem to be determined to bring 
into new birth the evils of despotic 
central government against which 
the Colonists rebelled and which they 
sought to banish forever from the 
United States at least. 

In our country forces are building 
up which are inimical to our indi- 
vidual liberties and destructive of the 
form of government best suited to the 
preservation of such liberties. 

When we speak of liberties, of 
course, religious liberty is included. 
Religious liberty is threatened the 
same as civil liberty. The same false 
principles of government that lead to 
the loss of civil liberty open the way 
to the loss of religious liberty. 

It is time—if it is not already too 
late—for Americans to re-read our 
Declaration of Independence and our 
Constitution, and once more, to their 
preservation and to their adherence, 
mutually pledge to each other our 
lives, our fortunes, and our sacred 
honor. 





Senator Jack B. Tenney, the Chair- 
man of the Legislative Committee on 
Un-American Activities in the State 
of California, spoke before the Ebell 
Club of Los Angeles several days a 
saying: “Unless the United States 
aroused, and aroused quickly, this 
country and its Constitution are go- 
ing down under a dictatorship within 
ten years.

If not, the sun of 
our Great Republic is setting and we 
shall have lost for our children the 
glorious inheritance that our fathers 
in this country handed down to us—

guardians of the liberty that it is our 
privilege to enjoy in the land of the 
free and the home of the brave.

dwell at Jerusalem, be this known un- 
to you, and hearken to my words: For 
these are not drunken, as ye suppose, 
seeing it is but the third hour of the 
day. But this is that which was spo- 
ken by the prophet Joel; And it shall 
come to pass in the last days, saith 
God, I will pour out of my Spirit upon 
all flesh: and your sons and your 
daughters shall prophesy, and your 
young men shall see visions, and your 
old men shall dream dreams: And on 
my servants and on my handmaidens 
I will pour out in those days of my 
Spirit; and they shall prophesy,” Acts 
2:14-18. 

As a result of Acts 2:1-4, “And when 
the day of Pentecost was fully come, 
they were all with one accord in one 
place. And suddenly there came a 
sound from heaven as of a rushing 
mighty wind, and it filled all the house 
where they were sitting. And there ap- 
peared unto them cloven tongues like 
as of fire, and it sat upon each of 
them. And they were all filled with the 
Holy Ghost, and began to speak with 


other tongues, as the Spirit gave them 
utterance.” Simon Peter delivered the 
greatest declarative sermon ever 
heard, to be rewarded with a 3,000- 
membership addition.
